In their explanation of that rerent unfortunate oc­ 
currence at the normal school the young men involved 
place their refusal to rise dining the national air on the 
ground that they uphold the principles of International­ 
ism.

That explanation in a measure begs the question, at 
least as regards the incident at the normal school. Tile 
principles stated are only indirectly involved, and the 
explanation indicates that the young men, in zeal for 
their cause, missed the correlation and entire compatibil­ 
ity of national and international patriotism. 
The error iii their reasoning can he concretely illus­ 
trated by constructing an analogy of family life. Because 
one has a high regard for the family as a whole, he does 
not refuse expression of his particular regard for au in­ 
dividual member. That one loves his parents does not 
imply that he hates his uncles or his cousins. 
The young men, in their public explanation of the 
incident, recognize this by declaring 
their 
loyalty 
to 
American ideals. Their action, they say, was a protest 
against the injection of militarism into the structure of 
American patriotism. Granting, for the* sake of argu­ 
ment, that there was a jingo spirit at the school s mock 
convention, it may still be questioned 
that 
the young 
men have cleared their skirts. One does not reform an in­ 
stitution bv leaving it. Disrespect does not make Amer­ 
ican ideals more respectable. 
The man of lofty princi­ 
ples who deserts because lie is out of sympathy leaves 
affairs to those against whom he is opposed. Ile has neg­ 
lected his opportunity, and in satisfying 
his spirit 
of 
protest has nullified his principles. 
Accepting the young m en’s statement that they are 
truly patriotic, to America and 
to 
the world, one is 
forced to the belief that they have failed of expressing 
either.

The 
time accounting system finally be­ 
came so confused th a t Julius Caesar, 
with the assistance of a Roman as­ 
tronomer, changed the calendar, re­ 
storing the vernal equinox to March 
tw’enty-fifth. At this time it was dis­ 
covered that it took the earth 365% 
days o complete its circle around the 
sun, so it was decreed th at in the fu-j 
ture each year was to have 365 days 
except every fourth year, which was 
to have an extra day in order to com­ 
plete the four quarters. 
Reform by P ope Gregory 
This calendar continued until the 
sixteenth century when Pope Greg­ 
ory XIII instituted another reform. 
By this time it was discovered th at 
Caesar’s plan had added forty-four 
too many minutes on to every fourth 
year, 
which in the 
133 
centuries 
since 
then had 
am ounted 
to ten 
days. Hence, the pope in 1582 issued 
a decree comm anding ten days be 
subtracted 
from 
that 
year 
and 
“ m aking centurial years leap years 
only when divisible by four.” This 
reform was also inadequate and in­ 
accurate. 
In the year 1751, Lord Chester­ 
field, with the help of Lord Maccles­ 
field, a learned astronomer, 
intro­ 
duced a bill into the house of lords 
in England providing th at the earth 
be pushed forward for eleven days 
which had been accumulated by the 
Gregorian system, the third of Sep­ 
tem ber being called the fourteenth of 
September. This reform is interest­ 
ing in th at it created a great deal of 
superstitious alarm among the peo­ 
ple, who finally believed they had 
been deliberately robbed of eleven 
days with no other purpose than to 
annoy them. The royal 
astronomer 
responsible for the original investi­ 
gation and Lord Macclesfield both 
met untimely deaths at the hands of 
the populace who sought 
to be re­ 
venged for the trick they had played 
them.

While the proposed plan to change 
the standard time of American clocks 
is not likely to excite

wrath from any but 
the 
electric 
light and gas light companies who 
will undoubtedly suffer by an hour 
of extra daylight, there are

The case arose when the regents 
were inform ed that m oney borrowed 
from the building fund to finish the 
norm al athletic field had decreased 
the

appropriation 
and 
could not be replaced. 
T he court's 
decision is that the m oney was bor­ 
rowed w ithout legal warrant, 
and 
that therefore the building fund is 
intact. 
The decision gives the nor­ 
mal school m ore than $80,000 with 
which to erect the new building.
